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The  Rome  Radio  last  night  said  the  Badoglio  Government  wants 
peace.  An  Armistice  appeal  was  reported  on  its  way  to  London  and 
. Washington,  while  Italian  troops  were  reported  moving  on  the  Brenner 
Pass  to  block  further  entry  of  Germans*  Badoglio  dissolved  the  Fascist 
Grand  Council  as  soldiers  battled  blackshirts  in  Milan. 

The  War's  mightiest  aerial  offensive  went  into  its  fifth  day,^as 
U.S.  Fljring  Fortresses  smashed  targets  95  miles  from  Berlin  in  their 
deepest^penetratioD  of  the  war.  Blazing  Hamburg  was  hit  for  the  sixth 
time  in  72  hours  as  RAF  night  bombers  rained  2,300  tons  of  explosives 
on  the  city. 

In  the  Balkans  Axis  satellites  were  rocked  by  Mussolini's  fall, 
and  cabinets  entered  crises.  Hungary  was  reported  to  be  putting  out 
peace  feelers. 

In  Sicily  American  troops  gained  15  miles  on  a  25  mile  front  in 
North  Sicily,  closed  in  with  Canadians  toward  last  Axis  defenses  in 
the  Catania-Messina  pocket. 

The  Russian  Red  Army  is  11  miles  from  Orel,  from  which  Germans 
are  reported  to  be  withdrawing  troops  in  order  to  avoid  another  Stalin- 
grad disaster. 

In  the  Pacific  wild  hand-to-hand  fighting  raged  2,000  yards  from 
Munda  Airfield  as  the  Americans  advanced  slowly  through  suicidal 
Japanese  resistance.   .Vake  Island  was  bombed  for  the  second  time  in 
four  days  in  a  possible  invasion  prelude,  and  Kiska  was  pounded  by 
19  heavy  raids. 

In  China  Chinese  troops  killed  hundreds  of  Japanese  in  a  bold  raid 
far  behind  the  front  lines  in  Shantung  Province,  while  the  German  radio 
reported  an  Allied  air  raid  on  Japanese  held  Hong  Kong,  and  American 
medium  bombers  and  fighters  attacked  three  Jap  bases  in  North  Burma. 

From  Bern:   Calling  on  Italians  to  have  patience  in  the  present 
moment  of  crisis  which  is  the  greatest  in  Italian  history,  the  ''Gior- 
nale  d'ltalia''  stated  the  attitude  of  Italians  must  be  dictated  by  the 
nation's  precarious  situation  rather  than  their  aspirations.   Lauding 
Badoglio,  the  leading  editorial  said:  "The  new  Government  is  entrusted 
with'a  difficult  task  at  this  moment  of  the  greatest  crisis  in  Italian 
history.  ;/e  must  paj''  homage  to  its  courage  end  show  comprehension  and 
patience  toward  it.   Those  who  suffered  for  liberty  must,  above  all, 
give  en  example  of  Italian  political  intuition.   This  group  is  greater 
then  is  generally,  believed  and  represents  a  strong  force  which  must 
place  itself  at  the  service  of  the  new  Govermnent,  which  is  the  best 
manner  to  serve  the  nation  snd  liberty."

Pope  Pius, acting  as  official  intermediary  for  the  Italian  Govornment,

of  the  reports  on  German  troop  movements  across  the  Brenner  Pass  ori- 
ginate from  German  sources.

Peace  was  granted  Germany  and  Austria,^Nliasfe$|i^<f^ulgaria ; 
but  peace  was  not  granted  to  Soviet  Russia,  where  the  workers  were 
in  control. 

Why  this  war  against  the  Russian  people?  They  starved  during 
the  war;  their  dead  and  injured  are  more  than  of  all  the  Allies  put 
together.  If.  the  dead  are  the  price  of  peace,  then  Russia  paid  the 
price  in  full. 

But  the  "why"  of  war  against  Soviet  Russia  immediately  was 
apparent.  The  diplomats  of  the  Allies  in  the  Peace  Conference  repu- 
diated the  ideals  used  during  the  war  to  make  the  people  fight.  The 
Peace  Conference  was  not  concerned  with  making  the  world  safe  for 
peace  and  democracy;  it  concerned  itself  with  dividing  the  world 
economically,  financially  and  territorially  among  the  Great  Powers,-^ 
France,  England,  Italy,  Japan  and  United  States.  The  Peace  Con- 
ference divided  the  spoils;  it  was  a  peace  of  plunder,  an  imperialistic 
adjustment  of  power,  a  dagger  thrust  at  the  heart  of  the  peace  and 
liberty  of  the  world. 

Soviet  Russia  was  a  menace  to  this  peace  of  plunder  and  oppres- 
sion. Soviet  Russia  has  repudiated  Imperialism;  it  has  repudiated 
annexations  and  wars  of  plunder;  it  believes  in  liberty  of  the  peoples. 
Soviet  Russia,  in  crushing  its  own  Capitalism,  is  an  inspiration  to  the 
workers  of  the  world  to  crush  all  Capitalism. 

So  the  i'eace  Conference  declared  war  against  Soviet  Russia. 
•  When  the  workers  and  peasants  of  Hungary  organized  their  own 
Communist  Government,  the  Peace  Conference  declared  war  against 
Soviet  Hungary;  and  today  the  workers  and  peasants  of  Hungarj'  are 
being  starved  and  butchered  by  the  Roumanian  army,  acting  under 
the  orders  of  the  Peace  Conference. 

The  military  war  against  Soviet  Russia  proved  a  miserable  failure. 
The  Red  Army,  inspired  by  the  ideal  of  Communist  liberty  for  Russia 
and  the  world,  has  beaten  back  the  counter-revolutionary  forces. 

But  this  war  that  Soviet  Russia  is  compelled  to  wage  in  self- 
defense  is  a  terrible  agony.  Instead  of  the  factories  producing  shoes 
and  clothes  and  agricultural  machinery,  they  are  forced  to  produce 
munitions.  Instead  of  the  men  working  in  factory  and  mine,  they  are 
compelled  to  fight.  Instead  of  the  people's  energy  being  used  to  build 
their  new  and  finer  civilization,  they  must  use  this  energy  for  war 
against  jounter-revolution  and  aggression  of  the  Allies.

WHAT'S  BEHIND  THE  ANTISOVIET  CRUSADE? 

The  Finnish-Soviet  conflict  has  been  grabbed  by  British  and  American  imperialism  as 
an  excuse  for  creating  hostility  toward  the  Soviet  Union,  by  circulating  an  outrageous 
barrage  of  lies.  Actually,  the  British  war-makers  trying  to  turn  their  war  with  Germany 
mto  an  anti-Soviet  war,  are  attempting  to  use  Finland  as  the  "moral  issue."  The  plan  to 
use  Finland  as  the  pretext  to  drag  the  whole  world  into  a  war  against  the  Soviet  Union  is 
beginning  to  be  admitted  even  by  the  press ' 

The  influential  United  States  News,  edited  by  David  Lawrence,  well-known  columnist, 
reported  recently:  "It  is  not  impossible,  say  the  realists  at  the  nation's  capital,  that  Prime 
Mmister  Chamberlain,  with  the  hearty  approval  of  President  Roosevelt,  is  prepared  to 
start  action  on  a  world  union  against  the  Soviet  Union  that  will  make  the  anti -Communist 
alliance  of  Germany-Italy-Japan  and  Franco  look  like  small  potatoes.  Its  purpose  is  to 
destroy  the  Soviet  Union  if  possible  ...  by  a  world  war  against  Russia.  Ilie  League  of 
Nations  which  proved  ineffective  against  the  conquests  of  Germany,  Italy  and  Japan,  may 
become  a  League  for  war  against  Russia." 

All  events  point  to  the  truth  of  that  statement.  When  the  fascist  aggressors  invaded 
Ethiopia,  Spain,  Czechoslovakia,  Chamberlain  and  Daladier  allowed  the  League  to  lull 
off  to  sleep.  But  now  that  the  Soviet  Union  acts  to  save  her  own  security  and  in  behalf  of 
world  peace.  Chamberlain  finds  use  for  the  League  of  Nations. 

The  Soviet  Unions  call  to  the  League  for  action  against  aggression  was  sabotaged 
from  1934  onward  by  the  ver)  same  delegates  from  London  and  Paris  who  are  now  so  active 
m  support  of  the  Helsinki  Government  in  Finland  and  who  expelled  the  Soviet  Union  from 
the  League  in  such  haste.  Chamberlain  and  Daladier  sabotaged  the  proposals  of  the 
Soviet  Union  for  joint  action  against  aggression  precisely  because  they  hoped  to  divert 
this  aggression  against  the  Soviet  Union.  The  Soviet-German  Non-Aggression  Pact  frus- 
trated their  hopes,  at  least  for  the  time  being.

The  Senate  Military  Affairs  Committee  has  just  approved  a  compulsory  miliury 
training  bill.

Quite  the  contrary.  It  is  a  measure  for  war—for  imperialist  adventures— and 
It  is  designed  to  place  the  whole  people  in  the  straitjacket  of  military  regimentation. 
AH  of  the  fascist  militarization  of  the  despised  Burke-Wadsworth  conscription  bill 
is  contained  in  this  proposal. 

Every  adult  male,  between  the  ages  of  18  and  64,  would  be  required  to  raster 
for  military  training.  This  amounts  to  42  million  men,  virtually  the  entire  male 
population  of  the  country.  How  can  the  Republican  and  Democratic  war-mongf 
argue  that  this  super-mobilization  of  man-power  is  for  "defense"?  It  would  be  , 
senseless  as  contending  that  the  ten  billion  dollars  which  Roosevelt  is  pouting  into  the 
coffers  of  Wall  Street  pro^teers  is  for  "defense."

For  under  the  guise  of  "defense,"  the  Administration  has  thus  proposed  a  police 
measure,  in  character  and  in  operation.  It  would  mean  a  gigantic  espionage  and 
political  terrorist  system  against  the  working  people  of  the  country.  As  we  pointed 
out  before,  the  unconstitutional  registration  of  the  foreign-born  population  was  only 
a  beginning.  Now  the  war-mongering  reactionaries  want  it  extended  to  native-bom 
Americans— with  the  door  wide  open  for  finding  a  military  pigeon  hole  even  for  the 
women. 

u.  \J^}^^  42  million  men  under  military  lock  and  key,  their  democratic  liberties 
blacked  out,  what  wiU  become  of  the  people's  organizations.  This  measure  is  intended 
to  make  shambles- of  labor,  peace,  youth  and  other  organizations,  and  to  break  the 
back  of  the  people  s  fight  for  security,  peace  and  civil  liberties.  Men  over  40  are  con- 
sidered by  the  callous  employers  as  too  old  to  work  and  are  thrown  into  armies  of 
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It  is  time  to  face  the  facts.  The  hour  glass  of  the  Anglo-Ameri- 
can democracies  is  running  lower  than  it  has  ever  since  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence.  The  United  States  and  Britain  are  in 
immediate  danger  of  losing  this  war — and  can  lose  it  in  the  next 
40  days. 

This  is  not  hysteria.  We  need  only  consider  what  is  now  in 
jeopardy  and  what  may  happen — what  threatens  to  happen — by 
Sept.  15,  unless  American  and  British  armed  forces  do  something 
about  it. 

Germany's  offensive  needs  only  to  smash  onward  at  the  pace  it 
maintained  through  July  for  another  40  days,  and  the  Nazis  will 
have  conquered  all  of  the  northern  Caucasus  and  seized  priceless 
Russian  oilfields  and  refineries  at  Grozny  and  Baku.  That  would 
give  the  Nazis'  war  machine  control  of  more  than  three  times  as 
much  oil  production  as  they  now  have  in  Rumania,  more  than  twice 
what  Iran  produces  annually,  five  times  as  much  oil  as  the  Mosul 
fields  in  Iraq  produce  annually.

1.    QUESTION  :  Why  is  a  Second  Front  Necessary  NOfVf 

ANSWER:  Hitler  and  the  high  command  have  always  feared  fighting  on 
two  fronts.  TWey  know  that  Germany  was  defeated  in  the  last  war  and  can 
be  defeated  in  this  war  by  being  forced  to  fight  on  two  fronts.  A  second  land 
front  in  Europe  would  compel  the  Nazis  to  divide  their  forces ;  it  would  give 
the  United  Nations  the  initiative ;  by  squeezing  the  body  of  the  Axis  octopus 
between  the  Red  Army  and  an  Anglo-American  expeditionary  force  the  Axis 
tentacles  in  Libya,  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pacific  would  loose  their  grip, 

A  Second  Front  can  mean  victory  in  1942  if  it  strikes  while  Hitler's  major 
forces  are  engaged  in  the  East,  while  Western  Europe  is  denuded  of  troops. 
But  time  works  on  Hitler's  side.  Today  patriots  in  conquered  countries 
sabotage  production,  heroically  resist  slave  rule,  prepare  to  rise  in  support 
of  an  invading  army.  But  every  day  that  passes  Gestapo  terror  massacres  piore 
anti-fascists  and  organizes  more  production  for  the  Hitler  war  machine. 
Every  day  that  passes  these  potential  allies  grow  weaker,  hungrier.  Dela 
means  facing  a  Nazi  army  that  grows  stronger,  not  weaker.  Delay  means 
sacrificing  lives  of  valued  allies  in  conquered  countries,  lowering  their  morale, 
their  faith  in  allied  intervention.  Delay  condemns  Britain's  and  America  s 
well-armed,  well-trained  troops  to  demoralizing  inertia.
